The scope of the Boston ITALIAN IMMIGRANT 


SOCIETY is the 
Protection of Italian Immi- 


srants on their immediate arrival at the port 


of Boston from every form of abuse. 


AT THE DOCK 


Bringing forward waiting relatives; locating im- 


migrants’ baggage and having it promptly exam- 
ined, especially in the cases of those going out of 
Boston on immigrant trains; assisting immigrants 
to provide themselves with sufficient food at mod- 
erate price for long train journeys; co-operation 
through services of the Society’s agents with 
the representative of the B. & M. R. R. regarding 
proper facilities for the transportation of the immi- 
grants going to New York, the Far West and 
Canada on the special immigrant trains; special 
reference to women travelling alone or with chil- 
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dren; evening visit to the North and South Stations 


to see that no immigrant is stranded on the day of 


his arrival; any other service which may be ren- 


dered in specific cases. 


AT THE UNITED STATES IMMIGRATION 
DETENTION STATION 


Services of the permanent social worker, Miss 


Mariani, in the cases of young women who come to 


be married. She aids the Special Board of Inquiry, 


by interviewing the women to be sure that no con- 
straint is onthem to marry; accompanies the women 
to the church of their choice, witnesses the mar- 


riage ceremony, files a certificate of the marriage 


ceremony with the United States Commissioner of 
Immigration, and finally through the Italian 
Consul files a certificate of the marriage in the na- 
tive villages of the contracting parties, thus com- 
pleting the legality of the marriage in both coun- 


tries. 


This same worker takes any special case for in- 
vestigation, or aids in discovering friends of the 


immigrants on the request of the Commissioner. 
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She likewise takes up cases of immigrants with 
the Commissioner on request of friends, consoles 
the debarred and tries to explain the justice of 


their rejection. 


Transportation to Italy of indi- 
gent Italian residents of Boston or cities and towns 


of Massachusetts. 
This work the Society is enabled to do through 


co-operation with the Italian Consul in Boston. 
The only conditions necessary are that the appli- 
cant be indigent, regardless of the cause of the in- 
digency and shall himself be desirous of returning 
to his native land. ‘The cost of transportation is 
practically nominal. A limited number is sent 
back on each steamship bearing immigrants to 
Italy. Applications may be made directly to the 
Society. 


Co-operation with existing philanthro- 
pic, educational and social institutions in the in- 
terest of the individual Italian resident and of the 


social and civic betterment of Boston. 


The Society is exceedingly anxious to work with 


such institutions especially in those phases of 
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their work in which the Italian element of the 


population enters. 


To carry on this co-operation the Society main- 


tains an office with telephone connection and one 
permanent social worker, who speaks both English 
and Italian. The Society takes up any case relat- 
ing to the Italian element of the population which 
may be referred to it by another society, institution 
or individual, investigates the same, gives authen- 
tic information and the personal assistance of the 
Society's worker in carrying out any program 


agreed on. 


Applications for moral or material assistance are 
likewise received from Italian residents and re- 
ferred to the proper institutions for adjustment, 
the Society working with said institution in hand- 


ling the case.
